Her eyes dry, her back straight, her demeanor 
calm, 15-year-old Mai Her sat beside her father's 
coffin Monday and gazed at her seven small 
brothers and sisters milling around her. 

It was Jan. 31 when Her’s father, Thong Her, 
shot and killed her mother, Yang Her. Her 
father died the next day from self-inflicted gun- 
shot wounds. On Monday, at least 100 people 
gathered at the Hmong Funeral Home on Dale 
Street in St. Paul for the funeral of Thong Her 
— including international Hmong leader Gen. 
Vang Pao of Westminster, Calif. 

Pao came to tell the Hmong community that 


family violence must stop. But for Mai, the day 
of her father’s funeral was simply another day 
of feeling numb. The teen-ager says she feels a 
heavy responsibility to help her aunt and uncle 
— young parents of three children — * raise her 
brothers and sisters. 

“When my parents were still alive, I wanted to 
graduate and study at college to be a novelist,” 
said Mai, who is a sophomore at Harding High 
School. “Now that they’re dead, that goal has 
changed. Now, before I can start college and a 
career, I plan to stay home and watch my broth- 
ers and sisters finish school ” 

Postponing her dream saddens her, she says, 
but mostly she tries to push it all out of her 
mind, 

“I try not to think about what happened,” she 
said. “I’m doing OK. I ’m kind of numb.”

When the relative arrived just 
after 1 p.m.„ the couple's dis- 
traught 4-year-old son answered 
the door. When the relative walked 
into one of the bedrooms, he found 
the couple lying on the floor, each 
with gunshot wounds to the head. 

The couple is survived by their 
eight children: Mai, 15, Meng, 12, 
Moua, 11, Cher, 10, Kao, 9, Hlee’ 
8, Blong, 6, and David, 4. Yang 
Her's funeral was held earlier this 
month. 

On Monday, Pao greeted each 
child as they sat in chairs alongside 
their father’s casket. The general 
touched the children’s heads or 
shoulders or hands and offered 
quiet words of sympathy. The sweet 
scent of floral bouquets hung heavy 
in the air as the large crowd of 
mourners milled about in the funer- 
al home, many wiping away tears.

They hope 
to raise awareness here about the 
plight of their relatives still living 
in Laos. 


“We want’ to alert the U.S. 
Congress and policymakers in the 
U.S. government about ihe ongo- 
ing persecution in Laos of Hmong 
and Lao citizens, and opposition 
groups in Laos,” said Stephen 
Vang, president of the United Lao 
•Congress for Democracy., 

The group plans protests at the 
Laotian Embassy and Vietnamese 
Embassy, and will be rallying on 
Capitol Hill. The group is also 
unhappy with the U.S. State 
Department, which it believes is 
more interested normalizing trade 
relations with Laos than in press- 
ing human rights issues with the 
Communist government. 

Xiong Sidney Vang, one of the 
group’s leaders from St. Paul, said 
he travelled to Washington to 
“represent my relatives in Laos, 
who are crying for help.” Other 
leaders from the Twin Cities 
include Chai Fue Xiong of Min- 
neapolis and Xia Xiong of St. 
Paul. 

The Hmong are a mountain peo- 
, pie from Laos, who secretly 
fought with the Americans during 
the Vietnam War. 

The Twin Cities have one of the 
largest group of Hmong in Ameri- 
ca, a community estimated to be 
as large as 60,000 people. ■

Good morning Ladies and Gentlemen. 

My name is Shoua Cha, Chairman of the United Lao Movement for Democracy of 
Minnesota. On behalf of the United Lao Movement for Democracy, I would like to thank all of 
you for coming to listen to this special briefing on the current situations in Laos. 

United Lao Movement for Democracy of Minnesota is a seven-year-old organization 
whose mission is to promote freedom and democracy for the people of Laos. 

As you know, Laos was taken over by the Lao Communists in 1975. Since then, they 
have used chemical weapons to kill thousands of innocent people in our country. For 23 years, 
there have been no peace, freedom and democracy in Laos. 

The purpose of this special briefing is: 

1) to inform you of the current problems in Laos and 

2) to ask you to help bring democracy, basic human rights, and freedom to Laos. 

Today we have distinguished leaders, from both the Hmong and Lao communities, who 

will provide you with factual information which will better help you understand the situations 
in Laos. Dr. Pobzeb Vang, General Thonglit, Lt. Col. Wangyee Vang, and Stephen Young will 
present documentation, audiovisual tapes and photographs of actual incidents in Laos. 

General Vang Pao will briefly reflect his experience in the fight against the Communists, 
and most importantly will propose a peace initiative to the Communist Lao government in 
order to bring a true national reconciliation. 

Unfortunately, His Royal Highness Prince Regent and His Royal Highness Heir to the 
throne could not be here with us today. However, we have enclosed their statements in the 
briefing booklet which you can read at a later time. 

After 23 years under Lao Communist regime, the people inside Laos are calling for the 
return of General Vang Pao, General Thonglit and the surviving Royal Family members in 
order to bring to the country democracy and capitalism. 

Our delegation welcomes your input and assistance, and is willing to work with you in 
the future to ensure that real freedom and democracy are restored to the people of Laos. 

Again, thank you for coming, and I hope that you will gain better knowledge from this 
briefing of the current situations in Laos.

In early February 2000, the FBI office in Green Bay, Wisconsin was in receipt of 
confidential source information concerning plans being drawn by former General Vang Pao and 
the leadership of the Neo Horn, or United Front for the Liberation of Laos, wherein the General 
is presently calling for a general uprising against the communist government in Laos, scheduled 
for the upcoming month of May 2000. Muong Sayaburi (phonetic), capital of Sayaburi province, 
Laos was picked as the target of attacks by resistance fighters, in the hope of choking or cutting 
off all vital links with the nation’s capital, Vientiane. More specifically, the plan reportedly calls 
for attacks on the city’s airfield and main highway leading to Vientiane. 


(Uj The Neo Horn is also planning a massive demonstration by Lao/Hmong residents in 

the US to march on to the White House in Washington D.C. on or about 5/8/2000. Each 
participant has been asked to pay a fee of $250. The Neo Horn has collected over 5 million US 
dollars from their supporters within the past five months, is apparently ready to dispatch many 
more people to the region in the near future.

Laotians Living Overseas: 

Reservoir of Human Resources for Development 

(Translation, from Original French Version)

Mister President, 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

It is a great honor and privilege for me to be able to participate in the colloquium on ‘The Asian- 
Pacifc Zone and its Challenges” taking place at this very moment in one of the most prestigious 
institutions in the world: the French National Assembly. This visit to Paris' recalls for me the years of my 

youth, twenty-five years ago, which I spent in the lecture halls of the Sorbonne, and also the warm 
welcome I received in 1976, as a refugee from Laos. 

' . • : First 1 wish t0 offer m y sincere thanks to General Paris, President of the Democracies Club, for his 
kind-invitation, and also to my friend Chansamone Voravong for his encouragement, which persuaded me 
of the importance of this colloquium and of its historic implications. I take this opportunity also to 
formally express my profound gratitude to the French University which shaped me, as well as to the • 

French administration for its hospitality' during the seven years that I spent here, before emigrating to the 
United States in 1983. ■ ° * 

Ladies and gentlemen, I have come back to the French capital, not to recall the tragic past of the 
Laotian people, scattered today all over the world, but to speak to you of the Laotians living in other 
countries who could be, in years to come, a veritable reservoir of human resources for development. 

In this address however, I must limit- the scope of my remarks to the Lao, Hmong, Khmu and 
Mien refugees who have emigrated to the United States since 1975. In order to permit you to follow the 
unfolding of my ideas, let me remind you of the human geography of Laos, which has changed little, one 
could safely say, in the past twenty-two years.

' Situated in the heart of Southeast Asia, Laos has been, since time immemorial, a turntable for the 
migrations* coming out of southern China which-, over the centuries, have shaped the present face of the 
country: Thus, today’s Laotian population is composed of nearly fifty ethnic groups, speaking different 
languages and dialects, practicing diverse customs and ways. While the Lao ethnic group,- which gave the 
nation its name, is the dominant component, still the Hmong (or the so-called “Meo”) ; the Khmu, the Mien 
and numerous other minorities, constitute nearly half the population of the country. These different ethnic 
groups are officially divided into three categories: the Laoloum or “Laotians of the plains,” the Laotheung 
or “Laotians of the middle altitudes,” and the Laosoung or “Laotians of the mountain summits,” 


While the Laoloum or “Laotians of the plains,” especially those living in urban areas, have long 

enjoyed a privileged situation which has given them access to education, to knowledge of science and 

technology, and to the acquisition of -modem means which have permitted them to undergo a profound 

transformation, both intellectual and' material; the Laotheung and the Laosoung, by contrast, continue to 

practice their traditional ancestral .existence, based- .on empirical teaching transmitted orally from one 

,* . * 

generation to the next. Exploited by some and neglected by others for centuries on end, these ethnic 
minorities have always lived on the margins of the dominant societies, whether Chinese, French or Lao, 
without ever being able to be really' integrated into these societies. The truth is that in the mountains where 
they lived, roads were inexistent, hospitals 'completely absent, and schools exceedingly rare,’ which 
reflected clearly the marginal, position -- some would even say the segregation — they were subjected to. 

Thus it is not surprising that early administrators of French Indochina or Western travelers, 
whenever referring to the mountain peoples, spoke of the widespread poverty and of universal ignorance. 
In 1966, one of these former administrators could not believe his .ears when he was informed of the 
presence of a “Meo” student at the University of Paris.' And thirty-one years later, fate has decreed that 
this -same “Meo” former student should address, in this very moment, a group of eminent personages of 
the international community, on the tribune which is for the entire world a symbol of liberty and 
democracy. 

. The present social and economic situation of Laos, which United Nations experts have classed among 
the poorest countries on the globe, results essentially from the undervaluing of the human resources 
embodied in these ethnic minorities, which represent, let us recall once more, nearly 50% of the total 
population of the country. It is also the result of a poor utilization of the peasant majority in the plains and 
valleys-who in general live by subsistence agriculture. Finally, it is the product of a long and devastating 
war, fratricidal and -murderous, and the direct consequence of the departure of thousands of trained 
personnel, technicians, managerial employees and executives, who were sent to political reeducation 
camps within Laos or who became voluntarily expatriates in five continents of the globe, after the political 
upheaval of 1975. 

The underdevelopment of Laos today is characterized by a scarcity of skilled personnel, by a trade 
deficit which in 1996 amounted to 14% of the gross national product, and by an increasing dependence on 
foreign economic assistance. According to. recent reports from the United Nations, about 46% of the . 
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Laotian population live below the poverty level. Annual per capita income hardly exceeds 380 U.S. 
dollars. While some leaders of the country enjoy a respectable standard of living, government employees 
in general earn a miserable salary of about 50 U.S. dollars a month. Many of these civil servants, teachers 
in particular, have to divide their work days between the school and the family garden in. order to survive, 
which leads inevitably to a degradation in the quality of education in the nation. Laotian peasants, 
especially ethnic minorities who practice mainly subsistence agriculture, have suffered the most from this 
situation. In fact, subject as it is to the harshness of bad weather, their agricultural production is often 
uncertain. One still remembers the disastrous floods of 1996 which plunged the Laotian economy into 
catastrophe, since it is based essentially on the primary sector. This scarcity of food leads to an inevitable 
consequence: chronic malnutrition, which renders elderly people, young mothers, and above all, young 
children, extremely vulnerable to tropical diseases, against which they generally have no protection, in 
terms of modem medicine. The grave consequences are very high infant mortality, from 1 15 per thousand 
in the plains to 147 per thousand in the. mountains, and a relatively short life expectancy. 

Laos finds itself therefore facing a dilemma: keep the status quo and remain poor among the most 
deprived countries of the world; or initiate resolutely a policy of change and raise itself to the rank of the 
prosperous nations. Thus it is encouraging to know that, since the establishment of the Lao People’s 
Democratic Republic in December of 1975, the Laotian government through its official 1 representative to 
•the Sixth Meeting of the Geneva Round Table in June of 1997 has launched the greatest challenge of its 
history, by promising to eradicate poverty and by the year 2020 to bring the Laotian nation out of the ranks 
of underdeveloped countries. ' 

We have only praise for the legitimate aspiration and the. efforts of the present Vientiane 
administration. But there-, has never been enough emphasis on the fact that the economic and social 
development of Laos can not really take off unless its leaders mobilize all the resources available for 
developing the country. In other words, the collaboration and the effective and massive participation of 
Laotians, all ethnic groups together, inside the country as well as outside, constitutes-the absolutely 

essential condition of reaching such a goal. With this end in view, Laotians living overseas can provide a 
response 

As I have already said, since 1975, more than 450,000 Lowland and Highland Laotians have left 
then- country for Europe, Australia and America. More than three-fourths of these have emigrated to the 
United States and it is this part of the Laotian population that I will emphasize here. 

The population of the Laotian .community in the United States is nearly double the number of 
Laotian refugees who came to the United States during the twenty-two years between 1975 and 1997. In 
fact, thanks to modem medicine and to better diet, their infant mortality rate has fallen markedly, resulting 
m staggering demographic growth. Presently estimated to number approximately 445,000 total, the

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Laotian community in the United States comprises distinct ethnic groups with approximately the following

These Laotian Emigres live scattered all across the United States, with major concentrations in the 
states of California, Minnesota, Texas, Wisconsin, Illinois, etc. In order to live and to provide for the 
needs of their typically large families, the majority of them work in factories where they are trained on the 
job to become skilled workers. Some of them, usually former highlanders, have launched out into stock 
raising and agricultural careers, such as in North Carolina, breeding and rearing poultry in modem 
sophisticated installations, or such as in California, raising fruits and vegetables for the American and 
Canadian market. Many among them have also set up their own stores for selling imported oriental 
groceries, or shops for servicing and selling computers, or automobile dealerships offering sales and 
service. Others have pooled their savings to open a chain of restaurants, for example in the state of 
Michigan. Still others have established their own businesses offering financial services or real estate sales. 
Today one sees a growing number of refugees from Laos who own their own home. Each family owns 
one or more cars. Indeed, it is not at all unusual to see a Hmong, Mien or Khmu woman who, in Laos, 
had never come down from the mountains, now driving her Toyota in the streets of Chicago or Los 
Angeles. 

However, the most spectacular evolution of the Laotian refugees in the United States lies in the 
field of education. Lacking exhaustive research on the subject, I will merely speak to you of the four 
principal Laotian ethnic groups. 

Within a relatively short period of time, in the community of Khmu refugees, eight .students have - 
graduated from university with Bachelor’s degrees, and four have received Master’s degrees. The Mien 
community now has 56 students with Bachelor’s degrees from a university, and five holding the Master’s 
degree. Before 1975, there was not one single person among these two minorities who had obtained the 
French B.accalaureate in Laos. The Lao ethnic community, which, as you know, belongs to a culture with 
a long written tradition, has produced more than ten graduates with Doctor’s degrees, about two hundred 
who have received Master’s degrees, and from 800 to 1,000 university graduates with Bachelor’s degrees. 
Finally, as for the Hmong, or so-called “Meo” community, it has known a success in the realm of 
education unprecedented in -all it’s previous history: 85 Hmong graduates have earned Doctor’s degrees 
including 17 women, 270 have received Master’s degrees and approximately 3,000 have earned 
Bachelor’s degrees since the first Hmong refugees settled in the United States in 1975. And there are 
around 150 other young Hmong candidates now working on doctoral programs in different American 
universities. This is extraordinary progress when one considers that in 1939 there were only nine Hmong

pupils receiving elementary school teaching in all of .Laos. Today, in America, 1 one finds Laotians of 
diverse ethnic groups becoming engineers, lawyers, pharmacists, dentists^ medical doctors, university 
professors, high school principals, school supervisors, CEOs of corporations, and members of public 
school boards or city councils. 

To these highly qualified professional Laotian human resources, one must add -thousands of others 
who have been educated, trained and developed in Europe, Australia and Canada. The Laotian fatherland 
has never before had available, so to speak, so many of its children overseas, with such great intellectual 
and technical, ability and talent These sons and daughters of Laos, whether they be Lao, Hmong, Khmu 
or Mien, have always kept deep in their heart a real affection for Laos. Far from the land of their 
ancestors, many of them hope and dream of one day being able to bring their contribution and their 
participation in the development not only of the brothers and sisters they left behind them, but also of their 
ethnic group, which continues to combat desperately against ignorance and poverty, and ultimately to the 
country of their ancestors, which' struggles,' as always, for the more fair .and just position it deserves 
within the international community. ;• . . 

The difficulties of social and economic development of Laos are real and pervasive. Laos lacks not 
only the necessary financial means and modem techniques, but also and above all, the skilled human 
resources. Foreign aid can, of course, play, a crucial role in Laotian national' development, but it can not 
provide solutions to all the problems. involved. A development technician is not only sofneone who knows 
how to read statistical data, draw up plans and make projections, but must also be a man or woman 
capable of penetrating the soul and the mind of the ethnically diverse Laotian people, able to conceive 
projects adapted to the needs of their local communities, and finally, to arouse the enthusiasm and win the 
participation of the public in bringing these projects to reality. Now it appears that only technicians who 
are .of Laotian origin, whether they be- inside or outside the country, might fulfill these requisite 
conditions, both technical and cultural, essential to any realistic policy of integrated development. The 
young Lao, Hmong, Khmu, Mien, Thai-Darn, Lu, La-Hu and Iko engineers, physicians, university 
professors, and technicians who have been trained by the thousands during these twenty-two years of 
exile, can bring to bear a decisive response to the problems of underdevelopment in Laos. 

Even though they are voluntary expatriates, they continue to speak and to develop their respective 
languages, to preserve and perpetuate their thousand-year old cultures and traditions, and to conserve and 
practice the moral values of their ancestors. To be persuaded of this, one has- only to attend the festivals of 
Chiang or Hmong New Year at Saint Paul, Minnesota, or at Fresno, California, which attract each year, in 
November and December, more than fifteen thousand Hmong participants, wearing for this occasion their 
heavy silver collars and dressed in their multicolored costumes. ■ 

The period of the “Cold War” is completely over. The recent visit of the Chinese president Jiang 
Zemin to the United States was an illustration of this fact. Many peoples 'and nations have learned a lesson ‘ 
from the past. A broad economic cooperation has now"been established between former enemies, who 
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have found it to be in their best interest to cooperate and to work together for peace. The membership of 
Laos in ^Association of Southeast Asian Nations accomplished last July, seems to mark' a turning point 
for that nation and a challenge for its integration in the region. The social and economic development of 
Laos depends essentially on its national solidarity, which necessitates a policy of dialogue- and openness, 
based on a spirit of reconciliation and cooperation among Laotians of all ethnic groups and all political 
leanings. This ecumenism, this spirit and policy of universal tolerance and acceptance,:must also be based 
on establishment of legal regulations favoring the return of Laotian expatriates and assuring their physical 
and moral, security as well as their integration within the new Laotian national community. In order to 
accelerate the process of development in Laos, it is absolutely necessary to create a legal framework which 
would attract private investments, both within Laos and from outside, -and encourage local non- 
governmental organizations to participate effectively in social services, such as in directing the 
management of the economy and of finances. Last of .all, building up the country on a national scale 
implies a realistic policy consisting of crystallizing all the separate ethnic and regional factions into one 
truly national force, while at the same time guaranteeing respect for the distinctive cultures, and traditions of 
each ethnic, group. Ultimately, it is a matter of assuring justice to everyone in the economic domain, as 
well as assuring the participation of all in social and political progress. - 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

I firmly believe that the political stability and the economic- and social development of Laos, 
because of that country’s geographical and strategic situation, will contribute also to the prosperity and the 
maintenance of peace in Southeast Asia and the world. It is on this note of confidence that I would like to 
conclude my remarks today, at the same time thanking you for giving, me the opportunity to speak of my 
country, of its difficulties, but also of its hopes.

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THE HMONG OF LAOS: 

THE CHALLENGES OF SOCIAL CHANGE

Colleagues, 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I am honored to have been invited to participate in this First International Workshop on 
the Hmong/Miao in Asia, here at the Centre des Archives d’Outre-Mer in Aix-en- 
Provence. To my knowledge, this center is the single most valuable source of info'miation 
regarding the history of the Hmong in Indochina during the French colonial period. I 
would like to express my sincere appreciation to Drs. Christian Culas and Jean- Michaud, 
organizers of the workshop, for their gracious invitation to me to participate in this 
historic event. I am delighted to have met many old friends and colleagues and to have 
made many new acquaintances as well. Finally, I wish to thank all of you for giving me the 
opportunity to share my personal experience and research on the Hmong people of Laos 
over the last century. 


INTRODUCTION 

My presentation today is not a comprehensive summary of the history of the Hmong in 
Indochina. Rather, it will focus on the challenges of social change at several critical times 
and places during this period. I will attempt to situate the evolution of this particular 
subgroup of Asian Hmong in the larger historical perspective. Specifically, I will trace the 
social, economic and political factors which underlay the transformation of the Laotian 
Hmong traditional highland agrarians into major national and international players - a 
transition that continues today both in their homeland and in the high-tech world of the 
western twenty-first century. Finally, I will describe the potential for developing cultural, 
economic and technical cooperation between the Hmong in the United States and their kin 
in A^sia. 
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from^his new status: Lao and Thai administrators, placed over them by the French, 
informed them that they had to pay taxes to the French administration. The news struck 
u V™ thunderbolt > shocking all of Laotian Hmong society. For the first time since 
they had fled the yoke of the Chinese empire in China, the Hmong felt unsafe in their new 
haven” in the mountains of Laos, where they wished to live peaceful and independent 
forever. In reaction, their leaders organized a revolt, known as the Hmong Haitong 
Rebellion, after the traditional name of the leadership function. After one week of 
fighting, negotiations between French and Hmong representatives resolved the problem 
temporarily, with the Hmong agreeing to pay taxes and the French Administration 
recognizing the Hmong newcomers as legitimate residents of the French Indochina. 

By 1918, twenty years later, the Hmong were not only again facing exorbitant taxation but 
all kinds of other social injustices, mostly resulting from minority ethnic status. Their 
outrage was aroused and they rose in a bloody rebellion against the local chiefs, whowere 
supported by the French Administration of Indochina. Although the Hmong were defeated 
m this so-called “Madman’s War” (“La Guerre du Fou”), their cause- was finally heard. In 
1921, the French Government granted the Hmong a special administrative status within 
French Indochina, which, aloneamong the non-majority peoples of Laos, allowed the 
Hmong to be governed by sub-district administrators (tasseng) of their own ethnic group. 

The violence of the French repression of the two Hmong uprisings awoke Laotian -Hmong 
society at a deep level. They finally understood that they could not continue any longer to 
live isolated in their remote mountain villages. They now realized that they had to change 
m order to be able to defend themselves in the future. Some Hmong leaders in the Plateau 
of Tran Ninh, the former name of the Plateau of Xieng Khouang where the famous Plain 
of Jars is located, began to send their children to school to learn Lao, French, 
mathematics, and later, law and public administration. 

Touby Lyfoung and two of his brothers, Toulia and Tougeu, were the first Laotian 
Hnong to achieve this goal. Following the Japanese coup de force in Indochina in March 
1945, Touby accepted the challenge of helping the French regain control of Laos and, in 
the process, earned a great deal of prestige and respect from both the French and Lao 
administrations. When the Japanese troops surrendered in August 1945, Touby Lyfoung 
was made deputy governor of the Xieng Khouang' province, with its almost 40 % Hmong 
population. His authority was extended to all the Hmong people in Laos in 1946 His 
brother Toulia Lyfoung was elected, in 1947, to the first Laotian Constitutional National 
Assembly, and Tougeu Lyfoung was appointed to the King’s Council by the King of Laos. 
Ihe Hmong had emerged as a significant national constituency in the kingdom of Laos. 

In 1947, a national constitution was developed and adopted in Laos. Among other things, 
it recognized the minority ethnic groups, of which the foremost was the Hmong, as an 
integral part of the young, newly-independent nation. Under the leadership of Touby 
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I wolild like to remind you that, in addition to the Laotian Hmong, who are the subject of 
my presentation today, we must not forget the tens of thousands of Lao, Khmu, Mien, 
Phouan, Lu and Thaidam who fought side by side with the Hmong in Military Region 2 
and in the four other military regions of Laos. Military Regions 3 and 4, for example, in 
the southern part of Laos, where the famed cc Ho Chi Minh Trail” is located, also suffered 
tremendously during the “Secret War of Laos”, from which thousands would never-retum. 

Hmong traditional society was profoundly affected by the devastation of the war. More 
than thirty thousand people killed,thousands of villages destroyed, tens of thousand of 
hectares of farmland ripped or mined by bombs, and thousands of herds of cattle 
decimated - this was the terrible result in Laos of the long and devastating conflict which 
had pitted communists against non-communist, separatist against royalist, brother ag ains t 
brother during the second Indochina war. Hmong demographic structure became 
unbalanced by the sacrifice of the young on the battlefields, resulting in a disproportionate 
number of elderly and women. More than one hundred thousand Hmong, one-third of the 
total Hmong population in Laos, became internal refugees through flight from war, living 
m refugee camps within their own country and depending entirely on assistance from the 
Royal Lao Government and, above all, on the U.S.A.I.D., which trained and employed 
hundreds of Hmong in its local agencies scattered throughout northeastern Laos. 

Despite the calamity of the war, Hmong survivors gained the respect and admiration ' of the 
dominant Lao society, which came to recognize the sacrifice and dedication they had put 
forth in defense of the Laotian Nation. The presence of thousands of Hmong and Laotian 
military personnel, government officials, and U.S.A.I.D employees contributed to the 
creation of local markets and small businesses in towns such as Long Cheng, Samthong, 
Muong Cha and Ban Son. Thanks to regular pay, many Hmong soldiers were able to 
support the education of their children. In 1969, about 10,000 Hmong students attended 
more than 100 village schools and seven complete elementary schools in the mountainous 
areas of the Xieng Khouang Plateau. These schools were operated by Lao and Hmong 
teachers with the support of the Laotian Ministry of Education and the assistance of the 
U.S.A.I.D. More than 340 Hmong students were enrolled in public and private secondary 
schools in Vientiane, and 37 more were matriculated at universities in France, the United 
States, Canada, Australia, Italy, Japan and the Soviet Union. Some of these students, 
including myself, were already completing advance studies in education, engineering, 5 
social science, medicine, economy, law and public administration, and preparing to return * 
to Laos to serve their people and their country. Following the signature of the Vientiane 
Political Agreement by the Royal Lao Government and the Pathet lao in February 1973, 
three Hmong were appointed by the King of Laos to two newly established national 
political institutions: Touby Lyfoung to theProvisional Government of Coalition, and 
Lofoung Lobliayao (Pathet Lao) and myself (Royal Lao Government) to the National 
Political Consultative Council. The mission of the 42-member council was to create the 
political, economic and social foundation for national reconciliation, peace, democracy. 
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‘ Car0 ‘ ma > for example, and others are raising fruits and vegetables in the Central Valley of 
California for the American and Canadian markets. Others pooled their savings to open a 
chain of more than 140 restaurants in the State of Michigan. Wherever there is a 
community of any size, one finds prosperous small businesses owned and operated by 
Hmong: everything from oriental grocery stores, to computer sales and repair shops, to 
residential and commercial real estate companies, to full-service automobile dealerships’ 

Education is the most important driving force in the development of the Hmong 
community in the United States. In the short period of 23 years (1975-1998) of their 
residence in the United States, more than 3,000 Hmong students have earned bachelor’s' 
degrees, 325 master’s degrees and 104 doctorate degrees at American colleges and 
umversities. At last count, there are: ~ 

30 doctors of law 

5 doctors of education 

22 doctors of medicine 

6 doctors of dentistry - ' 

16 doctors of pharmacy 

15 doctors of philosophy 

4 doctors of chiropractic, and 

3 doctors of theology & ministry 

1 doctor of osterpathy or optometry ’ . 

2 doctors of oriental medicine 

Among them there are: 

13 female Hmong lawyers 

5 . female Hmong medical doctors 

4 female Hmong doctors of pharmacy, and 

1 female Hmong doctor of philosophy. 

This is tremendous progress when one considers that in 1939 there were only nine Hmong 
students in elementary schools in the whole of Laos! 

The academic achievements of the Hmong in the United States have led an increasing 
number of them to positions in American educational institutions and other public affairs 
leadership positions. In 1992, a Hmong woman was elected to the School Board of 
Trustees of the Saint Paul Public Schools in the capital city of the state of Minnesota. She 
was the first former Indochinese refugee to be elected to a public office in the United 
States. Currently, there are three Hmong on city councils (two in the state of Wisconsin 
and one m the state of Nebraska), one Hmong school board member (in Saint Paul, 
Minnesota), one Hmong director of a university department ( Concordia University, Saint 
Paul, Minnesota), one assistant director of a public school system department (Saint Paul 
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os, the Hmong . population are among the poorest citizens, and in the United States

For 
example the young intellectuals. “I heard Dr. Yang Dao’s name before and Mr. 
Khamchong always talks about him but I have never met with him. Today, I want to 
express my thanks to have the opportunity to meet with him and many of you.”

“Honorable Deputy Prime Minister, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen. Thank 
you very much for the opportunity to speak and for the invitation to attend this special 
important meeting with the Deputy Prime Minister. I believe this meeting is a benefit to 
me and all of us. After 25 years' of exile I am very honored to be invited to this and thank 
to Mr. Deputy Prime Minister for taking the time to visit the Lao people who migrated as 
refugees to the United States. 

I thank you and give my support to the Lao Government for their good leadership and 
ability to govern the country for good living, peace, prosperity, and freedom for Lao 
citizens. Not only that, but Lao government officials travel abroad and visit Laotian 
people around the world. The Deputy Prime Minister visit this time makes us very 
happy. “I heard you Mr. Prime Minister that you want a full cooperation between the two 
political parties one that is in the United States to bring them together.” 


I believe that Lao citizens who live in the United States are very homesick and they all 
want to go back to Laos. I want you to understand that many would like to go home. I 
want to report to you Mr. Deputy Prime Minister that the end of this year, 1999, about 
120 young Hmong completed their Ph.D. degrees. I am sure that there are many young 
Laotian intellectuals, but regret that I am unable to provide you a list of them because I 
do not know how many Laotians received their Ph.D. In the Hmong co mmunit y my 
young brother ( Xay Yang) was the one who collected the data and has the list of-Hmong 
intellectuals in the United States who completed Ph.D. degrees. The list I am providing 
to you tonight is from last year and as soon as a new list of graduated intellectual this 
. year become available I will provide it to you. About 10 more Hmong will earn their 
■ Ph.D. this year. 


Khamchong Luaeorcaseut. 

In the past and very recently three Lao people have been officially elected by the voters. 
Two people can not attend this meeting one is Hmong who lives in Eau Clair, Wisconsin. 
Another one is a Laotian man who has been elected by the voters to the City Council for 
two terms. He is from East Hartford, Connecticut for two terms. 

Mr, Soulivanh Khamsongsav : 

I want to take this opportunity to honor the Deputy Prime Minster. I heard your name but 
never meet with you before. I came to America in 1979 and ever since I dream about 
politics all the time. I want to be a leader and wonder why the American politics is 
popular and very well organized system. I want Lao politician to' be successes like the 
way American politicians play their politics in the United States. 

For example, Mr. Deputy Prime Minister you indicated earlier that there is a big crisis in 
our country like Dr. Yang Dao said.before that Lao history is important one for us to 
study and research carefully what need to change and what need to improve. Therefore, I 
• want to get together with the young intellectual and experienced people in the United 
States. The intellectuals are the ones we need to help develop our country because they 
have education and good training from western country and highly educated in 
Socialization. 

It does not matter which college or university they chose to get their experience or learn 
their education from the major that they picked. To have education is essential for Lao 
people at large. Deputy Prime Minister you indicated that the Lao government is 
delighted to learn that many Laotian people have opportunity to advances their education 
in the west. Education is our power to be ready to compete with the outsider in any 
conflict situation that might rise up. There is going to be ways to weigh this there is right 
and wrong. The right is the only chance therefore, as a Prime Minister you said you were 
bom in the province of Muong Hiem village of Muong Khom. That’s why you called 
yourself as representative from the northern Laos. For that you are very honored to be 


here in America and intended to promote and create something for our Laotian people. I 
am'very impressed that the Lao ordinary people were very smart and intelligence no 
matter where they live here in the United States in Laos or around the world. But the 
Laotian people lack knowledge fails to cooperate, and improve friendship. 

Therefore, education is a key to be successful without further education there is very little 
chance to succeed. As. Mr. Khamchong said earlier that I am the only native of-Lao who 
was elected as a City Council twice and hope to be re-elected to the third term in 
November. 

Mr. Deputy Prime Minister in the State of Connecticut compared smaller' than other state 
but it is important and has many meanings to us because this state has many factories 
producing sophisticated weapons. Factories build jet engines for F-16, F-15, M-16s, 
tanks, Submarines, Aerospace Technology etc. Again it’s a small state but develops very 
highly sophisticated weapons. 

Many Lao people are working for weapon companies, jet engine company, aerospace 
company, company building military helicopter and so on. When I campaign for City 
Council many Lao people supported and voted for me. 

The Deputy Prime Minister asked Mr. Sourivam how many Laotian people live in ■ 
Connecticut? Sourivam said about 2,000 people. The vast majority Laotian cooperated 
and to supported each other; only small group did not support but the main issue here is 
the Lao people are scattered and live everywhere. Mr. Deputy Prime Minister you 
indicated that the problem is that Lao separate Lao?- 1 a native of Laos proud to be a Lao 
but now I am a U.S. Citizen; want to know how are we going to improve Laos? As a two 
term City Councilman I will do as best I can to fmd ways to help improve Lao people 
. overcome obstacles. 

The Deputy Prime Minister what is the term for City Council? Mr. "Soulivanh said two 
years. Soulivanh said I am not trying to create myself a name. I wanted Lao people to 
have a name and recognize that we are Lao people. Include here I want to present with 
you document from our U.S. Congressman John B. Larson. This is very important 
document about the congress’s requisition to support the MFN for Laos and many of 
other important documents.

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COMMENTS ON THE NEO HOM’ S REPORT ON 
THE FACE TO FACE MEETING WITH 
LPDR DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER SOMSAYATH LENSAVAD 

By Yang Dao, Ph. D. 


The report made by the so-called “Elected Delegation of the Hmong/Lao American Community 
against the Lao Communist Affairs”, intentionally avoided to mention two essential ideas which 
constituted the central interest of the meeting with Mr. Somsavat Lensavad, Deputy Prime 
Minister and Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Lao People’s Democratic Republic (LPDR). The 
two ideas are as follows: 

1) Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad, in his introduction, said that the Laotian people, made up with 
its various ethnic groups, had been victim of foreign countries’ political ideologies for 
centuries. He added that the past is history, and history is a lesson for all the Laotian 
people. Therefore, he urged each Laotian, inside and outside Laos, to forget the past and 
to think about the future of Laos, which depends on all the Laotian ethnic groups. 

2) Dr. Yang Dao, who is a former member of the Laotian National Political Council (1974- 
1975) and a U.S. citizen currently residing in the Twin Cities, Minnesota, responded to 
Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad ‘s call for Laotian national reconciliation by proposing the 
LPDR Government to organize a conference on Laos, under the auspices of the United 
Nations. Dr. Yang Dao emphasized that this conference should involve all the concerned 
parties, inside and outside Laos, to discuss the Laotian national problem, and to work for 
a true Laotian national reconciliation and for peace and social and economic progress of 
Laos. 


The“Elected Delegation of the Hmong/Lao American Community” was formed exclusively with 
members of the Neo Horn Organization, and did not represent the silent majority of the Hmong 
American community. Neo Horn is a Lao name which means the “United Front of the National 
Liberation of Laos”. Created in 1981 and based in Santa Ana, California, it is an illegal 
organization which has collected millions of dollars from the Hmong refugees in this country. 
Neo Horn is led by General Vang Pao, a resident of Orange County, California, who is a former 
commander of the Laotian national army (1964-1975). He takes advantage of his U.S. citizenship 
to encourage the Hmong Americans to go back to Laos to fight the current Laotian government, a 
member of the United Nations and a partner of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(A.S.E.A.N.). As part of his subversive activities, in April 1999, General Vang Pao sent a group 
of his followers from the U.S. A. to Thailand , who attempted to infiltrate themselves into Lao 
territory to activate an anti-government resistance. Two of these men, Houa Lee and Michael 
Vang, both American citizens, disappeared in the Northern part of Laos. Last January 2000, he 
sent another group of Hmong Americans led by Charlie Vang, a U.S. citizen and a resident of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, who was allegedly killed on the Lao bahk of the Mekong River, a 
natural border of Laos and Thailand.. Like Houa Lee and Michael Vang, respectively residents of 
Wisconsin and California, Charlie Vang left a widow and several children in Minnesota..
